Huge Traveler Being Overweighted 


Snapped and Dropped. 


Landing on Section of Bridge Caused it to Give 


Way and Then Caused Barge to Sink in 


Monongahela River Monday Horning. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 19.—As the result 


of the breaking of a traveling crane to- 
day on the Pittsburg end of the new 
Wabash bridge over the Monongahelu 
river, a number of men were killed and 
many were injured. The accident hap- 
pened at 8:30 this morning and 15 min- 
utes later eight bodies had been recov- 
ered and five of the injured had been 
accounted for. 


The accident so far as can be learn- 


ed from witnesses was due to the trav- 
eler being overweighted. The traveler 
projects beyond the finished part of 
the bridge for the purpose of placing dn 
addition in position and allowing the 
builders to operate. While many men 
were at work on this additional sec- 
tion this morning the projecting part, 
it is stated, snapped and fell. It land- 
ed on the section of the bridge that was 
being placed in position and caused it 
to give way.' On this section several 
men were at work and they were car- 
ried down with the wreckage into the 
river. The traveler and section of the 
bridge fell on a barge loaded with steel 
anchored under the new bridge,,on 
which, too, were several men at work, 
and this was sunk. 


So sudden were the snapping of the 


traveler, the wrecking of the section of 
the bridge and the sinking of the barge 
that scarcely any of those in the vicin- 
ity had time to get out of the plane of 
destruction. Those on-the section of 
the bridge were crushed and some in- 
stantly killed' by the heavy traveler 
falling on them, while those in the 
barge were also crushed and drowned 
or both crashed and drowned.

Faced by Organized Labor 


Say The Leaders. 


The Big Employing Concerns Are 


Letting Men Go. 


Before Close of Year It is Estimated by Labor 


Leaders That a flillion Workers flostly Laborers 


Will be Discharged by Employers. 


Chicago, Oct. 19.—Organized labor is 


facing the greatest wage crisis since the 
panic of 1893, if the forecast of its lead- 
ers is correct. Indications of retrench- 
ment are seen on every hand. The la- 
bor leaders generally admit 
alarm, 


those who were in Chicago at the con- 
vention of the National Civic Federa-, 
tion being free in their expressions. 


The tendency toward retrenchment is 


attributed to the abnormal increases 
that have been exacted by the unskill- 
ed workmen. 


It has been estimated that before the 


close of the year the big employing 
concerns of the country will have dis- 
charged nearly 1,000,000 men, most of 
them laborers 
and general utility 


workers. Of this number the railroads 
are expected to drop from employment 
200,000 men, the mine operators 50,000, 
the machine shops and iron, steel and 
tin plants 250,000., and the building 
trades more than 40,000. In the case of 
the railroads, repair and construction, 
work will be brought as near to a 
standstill as it is practicable to bring it.

Company Quits and Receiver Named for Zanes- 


ville Iron Company But Newark Is Booming. 


7anesvillc, O., Oct. 19—While New- 


ark is forging ahead adding new indus- 
tries to the town and the builders are 
scarcely able to erect houses 
fast 


enough tc accommodate the growing 
population, Zanesville seems to be go- 
ing the ether v/ay. Industrial Zanes-

volts. The. first was struck Saturday 
when A. Li. \A"atheraid, one of the prin- 
cipal owners of the Zanesville iron 
company, went into Court and asked 
lor the appointment of a, receiver for 
the immense concern. The affairs of 
the company were pjaced in the hands 
of the Guardian Trust and Safe Deposit 
company, with power to sell the plant, 
collect the accounts and terminate the 
business of th^ concern. 


Mr. Wetherald based his petition on 


the assertion that the company !s on 
the verge of insolvency, and has for 
some time been o'perated at a loss. 


The chief stockholders of the con- 


cern are,Mr. Wetherald and Mr. Farber 
of Chicago. It was organized In Janu- 
ary, 1901. and was incorporated under 
the laws of Ohio, with a capital stock 
of $10,000. The failure of the plant is 
attributed to the- general conditions of 
the iron market. It is what is known
